Routine matters occupied the at-

session last Tuesday evening. Sev-
eral communications were read deal-
ing with water rates and water nsage
and referred te the proper commit-
tee. The street committee reported
considerable work accomplished,

The matter of the storing of ex-
plosives within the city limits was
brought up, the ordinance committee
heing granted more time for the
drawing up of an ordinance govern-
ing this matter. Chief Olen gave
considerable enlightenment on the
subject and suggested that a concrete
houge be erected at some safe point
where dynamite might be stored. Jt
wis pointed gut that a large guantity
of dvnamite is at preseni stored with-
in the eity. Mayor Neil was granted
& two weeks' vacation,

The important thing of the meet-
ing was the conslderation of an ordi-
nance to repeal the one now in ef-
feot governing the assessment of
street improvement against abutting
property. Under the provisions of
the present ordinance, no street work
in excess of $50 can be undertaken
by the council, as all in excess of that
amount must he assesged agalnst the
abutting property owner. The new
ordinance geeks to repeal the old and
make it possible for the council to
make needed limprovements with the
money now in the treaasury for that
vurpose, The ordinance was
over for the second reading at the
next regular meeting.

Points Against the Ordinance.

“1, The paving of some of the
gtreets cost the taxpaver at large
over 37 per cent of the total cost or
tuch grading, paving, ete

“2. It falls upon the taxpaver at
large to pay for the upkeep of au
the paved streets, such as sweeping,
cleaning, repairing, cutting for sew-
ers and water mains, etc,

*3. The taxpayver at large paid
Tor the grading, upkeep and repair
of all the streets Lefore they were
ordered paved,

“4, Under thevprovisions of this

ordinance the council cannot spend
one cent of street money on the
streets, unless it is to remedy an ac-
cident that has happened to the
streets (with the exception of street
intergections ).
Ninety-five cents on the dollar
of every dollar that you have sgpent
on the streets since the passage of
this ordinance has been a violation
of the ordinance,

“f, A levy of 2 mills
property waus made by the county
court of Jackson counnty for the re-
pair and wpkeep ol the gtreets of the
city of Ashland during the year 1912
and it is a violation of the state laws
to use this money for any other pur-
pose, and it is a violation of the
ordinance to use it for the purpose
a8 indicated by the state law. What
are you going to do with the money :

“7. Under the provisions of Sec- |
tion 2 of this ordinance the council |
{8 required to advertise for bids for |

street improvements in excess of
$500, and the letting of a contract on
such bids, while SBection 22 of Article
V11 of the charter of the city of Ash-
land provides that the council shall
advertise for bids for all improve-
ments in excess of $500, and If the
council fails to recelve satisfactory
bids the gouncil may, by a two-thirds
vote of the council, undertake and
verform such Improvement under the
direction of said council. Now you
can readlly see that this ordinance
i in direct conflict with the city
charter,

charter or illegal ordinances?"
